WONDERFUL FOSSIL BONES. 


lfou«t«r« that Ouco luhubitcil Inland Sea* 


lu Kauws and Colorado — Croeodllc-llke 
Reptile* ISO Feet In Length — Sea Ser- 
pents Measuring: 1OO Feet— l*roillflflou»* 


Bone*. 


AMONG the recent additions of inter- 


est to the Department of Geology in the 
Museum of JJatural History at Central 
ParTc are some monster bones, taken 
from the ancient seas of Kansas and 
Colorado, and representing a race of 
creatures wliich had reached the maxi- 
mum of physical growth known on this 
globe. The discoveries were originally 
made by Prof. Mudge, recently de- 
ceased, whose name is connected with 
all .tho important discoveries of the 
great West, and by Prof. Marsh. 


The States of Kansas and Colorado, 


during what is known in geological par- 
lance as the Age of Reptiles, contained 
great salt and fresh-water inland seas, 
whose swamps and lowlands swarmed 
with creatures of herculean dimensions. 
The manvaises terres, or bad lands of 
Colorado, and tho arid, chalky deserts 
of Kansas, are the beds of these ancient 
seas, and on account of the sterility and 
barrenness of the countiy, very few 
people, except oee.°.sioiial miners, pen- 
etrated them. Finally, science insert- 
ed the entering wedge, an expedition 
crossed the v:astc, and scenes were 
opened to view that equaled in truth 
tho exaggerations of Verno. The dry 
chalky sand had been worn by wind and 
rain into a thousand diflerent shapes. 
Castles and bastions of immense sizo 
towered aloft, flanked by Hying but- 
tresses of Nature's own design. Spires, 
sharp and jagged, pierced the air, ris- 
ing trom domes suggestive of Moorish 
designs and the Alconda, while tho red, 
yellow and blue clays gave to the whole 
a fantastic appearance. 
In forming 


these cjuaint shapes the elements ex- 
posed to view innumerable bones and 
skeletons of forms that once swam over 
the spot. Prof. Marsh says: " In one 
place I counted tho remains of five 
huge monsters spread upon the plain." 
Some of the bones, it was found, were 
portions of reptiles related to the alli- 
gator and crocodile. Others apparent- 
ly belonged to the skeletons of sea ser- 
pents. So complete are the remains 
that a restoration of the skeletons en- 
tire will be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter. Fort Eiley, Kan., "stands upon 
the shores of this pre-historic waste. 
The basin of this ancient ocean fills the 
great tract lying between Missouri and 
the Rocky Mountains, and extending 
fro'm the Gulf of Mexico an unknown 
distance to the north. The disturbances 
that ended the preceding era caused a 
general elevation of the surface, and 
gradually the seas and lakes became 
dry land. The sea bottom, which is of 
limestone, became a monster grave- 
yard of marine life. 


The country for miles has been wash- 


ed away, leaving here and there lofty 
.monuments of sandstone. 
The ex- 


peditions not only found the remains of 
huge quadrupeds here, but also oyster- 
shells of great size scattered over the 
plains. Some of tho shells were open, 
others were closed, and all were o( 
such size that did they contain th(» 
mollusk itself, five or six of them 
would yield a meal for a whole party. 
Some of them measured SO inches 
across. At thefootof some of the bluffs, 
portions of monsters were discovered, 
the remainder of their vertebral columns 
being buried in the limestone to un- 
known depths. Here a paddle protrud- 
ed, there a jaw armed with tremendous 
teeth. The reptiles found in Kansas, 
numbering over 50 species, vary in 
length from 10 to 200 feet. 
On this 


ancient pcean the ancestor of the sea 
serpent of to-day disported itself. 
Its 


shape was such as to enable it to .roach 
upward and exhibited a long tapering 
neck and arrow-shaped head. A specimen 
of an immense snake-like species (the 
Clidastes) has recently 
been found 


at Canon City. It had evidently died 
while lying on its back. The flippers 
or paddles were found at some 'dis- 
tance from the body. The tape-meas- 
ure laid along the vertebrae indicated 
a length of 75 feet. The tail alone 
measured 3-1 feet, and evidently tapered 
down to a delicate point. The rows 
of terrible teeth were vises for holding 
prey, but as they were of no use for 
cutting it up, it must have been swal- 
lowed 
whole. The only sound that 


toe snake could utter was a hiss. That 
it had a forked tongue i.s proved by 
the lack of room in the mouth for a 
larger one. A turtle was found with a 
shell 20 feet in width and 30 feet in 
length. 
Prof. Cope has named this 


•gigantic tortoise Protosteqa giyas, the 
.first or generic term referring proba- 
;bly to the peculiar condition of its 
seemingly undeveloped ribs and con- 
tiguous parts, which are like those of 
an ordinary turtle just hatched. Here 
is the most gigantic of all turtles in ma- 
turity, having the -undeveloped struct- 
ure of the immature state. 


One of the largest reptiles of this 


period that has been found is the liodon. 
The lower jaw was discovered project- 
ing from a chalk cliff, nnd, on remov- 
ing the earth, a long projecting muzzle 
was discerned. 
This resembles the 


head of the blunt-nosed sturgeon of the 
present waters. The Pterodactyl umbro- 
sus, the veritable flying reptile or 
drason of that remote era, was also un- 
earthed. The specimen was louad at 
the base of a bluff. It measured twenty- 
nine feet from linger to linger, and 
•when alive must have been one of the 
most terrible of the inhabitants of the 
ancient world. It derived its powers of 
flight, not by a membrane stretched 
over four elongated lingers, with a 
rudimentary 
thumb, like tho bats, 


flor 
by a wing 
without distinct 
lingers, as in birds, but by a wing 
sustained 
principally 
on 
a 
very 


elongated toe, while the other members 
possessed their normal shortness, and 
were armed w:*'i c'aws. With this re- 
markable conformation were associated 
a long neck and beak. It could fly in 
the air, remain on tho wing a lono- 
time, and suspend itself to trees an3 
rocks by its short toes. Another won- 
der discovered was the Hcspcrmis, a 
large water-bird seven feet in height, 
and having knife-like teeth. The teeth 
were set in grooves, the wings were 
rudimentary and useless, while the legs 
were like those of a duck. A study of 
its skeleton shows it to have been close- 
ly related to the ostrich. 
Another 


wonder was a flying-bird, the ich- 
thyornis, having still more reptilian 
characteristics. Its teeth, like the alli- 
gator's, were in distinct sockets, and, 
stranger yet, its vertebrie Is bi-concave 
—a peculiarity only 
found 
in the 
fishes and a few reptiles. 


One of the most gigantic reptiles dis- 


covered was the Amphicrctias. The 
thigh-bone was so heavy that the find- 
ers were forced to harness a mule to it 
to drag it out of the hole. It measured 
over eleven feet in length. A section 
of the vertebra, from the dorsal por- 
tion, was a heavy lift for four men, and 
when placed upon the ground in tho 
position assumed by tho animal, it tow- 


»'JOTe the taljest of 


being over six feet in height. 
To ap- 


preciate this, the reader must romcm- 
ber that the corresponding bouo of tho 
nearest living representative of this ani- 
mal can be lifted by tho little finger. 
Other fossil 
saurians, 
whose thigh 


bones are six feet in length, have been 
given a length of over 150 feet. If they 
increased in proportion to the size of 
this bone, wo should have n creature 
over 200 feet iu length, but. of course, 
this is merely a supposition, though 
quite a probable one. This saurian be- 
longed to tin: genus Ampliicrelias. A 
thigh-bone of nu allied genus over six 
feet long mm bu seen in tha Museum 
of 
Natural History, 
Central Park.

were collected by 1'rof. Holmes, the vet- 
eran geologist, of Charleston. 
In a tall 
vase ure sonic beautiful erinoids, pre- 
sented to tho Museum by Robert L. 
Stuart. In the same hall are curious 
armored 
and war-like fishes called 


Chhnaeroids, which measure 30 foot in 
length, and the bones of an animal 
quite as large as tho living elephant, 
six of which are like those of tho rhinoc- 
eros.

dinoecros. The curious oreodon, too, 
is here ; an extinct animal that seemed 
to combine the characteristic.*) of tho 
uog, cainol,_ai_ul_duor.—Ar 
L_y.
